rected v erdict of acqu ittal on a

charging him with mu rder in 
the San Francisco Preparedness 
day parade bombing in 1916. 
Su perior Ju dge Lou is H. Ward 
informed the ju ry that it need 
not necessarily follow his adv ice 
in retu rning the v erdict bu t or­ 
dered a v erdict of acqu ittal pre­ 
pared, and the ju ry retired bu t 
immediately signed the v erdict 
as instru cted. 
The end came after Mooney 
had 
abru ptly 
taken 
activ e 
charge of his own defense in 
pleading against the motion of 
an u nwilling prosecu tion for a 
directed 
v erdict 
of 
acqu ittal. 
Ju dge Ward held, howev er, that 
the proceedings wou ld hav e no 
practical v alu e in the absence 
of prosecu tion testimony . 
The prosecu tion had pointed 
ou t that the proceedings wou ld 
hav e no legal bearing on Moon­ 
ey ’s original conv iction and sen­ 
tence to life imprisonment for 
the bombing. Mooney made a 
long personal 
plea to Ju dge 
Ward for a fu ll trial after the 
presecu tion had annou nced it 
wou ld present no ev idence. 
Mooney sent word to newspa­ 
per men that he again wou ld 
ask Gov ernor James Rolph, Jr., 
for a pardon immediately after 
the present case ends, regardless 
of its ou tcome.

A po ssibility fo r this 
may be that westerners hav e a greater affec­ 
tio n fo r the great o ut-o f-do o rs and giv e less 
tho u ght to the interio r o f their residences.

tho se in a city o f co rrespo nding size in ano ther 
regio n with no particular influence to make the 
situ atio n different.

FAR EAST ARMS 
TRUCE SOUGHT

W ashington, May 24 (/P)—The 
Roosevelt leadership today di­ 
rected its full influence towards 
bringing peace in the F ar East 
an d to dispel Japan ese objec­ 
tions to reduction or arm am en ts. 
W ith friendly diplomacy, the 
presiden t turn ed to face a dele­ 
gation 
of 
Japan ese officials 
whose chief 
already had ex­ 
pressed disagreem en t w ith the 
Roosevelt defin ition of an ag­ 
gressor 
n ation — 
one whose 
troops are found beyond its own 
fron tiers in violation of treaties. 
The arrival of the group head­ 
ed by form er Foreign M inister 
Kikujiro Ishii for a series of i 
W hite House conversations fol­ 
lowed close on the presiden t’s 
appeal for a non-aggression pact 
an d scrapping of affensive a r­ 


m am en ts an d the proclam ation 
of a new American policy of co­ 
operation w ith other n ation s to 
insure peace. 
Two hour^ after the Japan ese 
arrived yesterday, Ishii was tell­ 
ing news men he could n ot ac­ 
cept the presiden t’s definition of 
an aggressor n ation as applied 
to the Orient. He said the for­ 
mula should on t apply to Chin a 
because it has no responsible 
government. 
The outcome of the Roosevelt- 
Ishii conferences was w atched 
n ot only for possible effect on 
the long strife in M an churia an d 
North China, but for results 
which m ight be reflected at the 
Geneva arm s conference.
